Saloon First Attacked. 

The first building attacked was a saloon 
in Bast Columbia street owned by Joseph 
Kempler, a white man, but frequented by 
negroes. The crowds rushed into the build- 
ing, tore out the furniture, ruined the stock, 
and set the building on fire. Kempler and his 
wife fied, leaving their three little children 
asleep in a room over the saloon. The build- 
ing was riddled with bullets and stones, and 
it was only by the hardest efforte of police 
and firemen that a way was forced through 
the mob and the children rescued. 

The stock of beer and whisky was rolled out 
of the burning saloon and quickly consumed 
by the crowd. Hundreds of men became in- 
toxicated and their frenzy only added to the 
fury of the mob. 

The police had thrown a cordon around 
“the jungle,” but when the mob reached 
the scene the bluecoats were brushed aside. 
Some of the policemen fired a few shots into 
the alt above the heads of the crowd without 
stopping its rush.

tems in the world. Entrance to Chicago is 
tc be by an elevated structure bullt over the 
Lake Shore and Rock Island railways. The 
plans have been perfected and the corpora- 
tion which will build the lines will be organ- 
ige within a few days in New Jersey. 

Access to Chicago from all points in north- 
ern Indiana and northern Illinois, with the 
possible extension of the system to Indianap- 
olis and St. Louls, is contemplated. In ad- 
dition, a system of electric lines interlacing 
the whole of this big territory and furniching 
connections with every part is projected. 

Behind the undertaking is said to be large 
capital. Negotiations which have been in 
progress for several days in New York have 
been participated in by the Moore brothers. 
President B. F. Yoakum of the Frisco rail- 
road system) and representatives of Robert 
Mather of the Rock Island holding company. 
William 8. Reed of Chicago, who is presi- 
dent of three of the traction companies rep- 
resented in the deal, also is interested in the 
proposed corporation and may be the head 
of the new corporation. The capitalization, 
it is said, will bé $50,000,000, under the name 
ot the Chicago Blevated Interurban Terminal 
Traction company. : 

Elevated Over Steam Railway. 

The chief feature of the proposed system 
is the elevated structure over the Lake Shore 
and Rock Island tracks. This will extend 
from the La Salle street depot to Ninetieth 
street, near Washington Heights. It will be 
ten miles long and will constitute the centra 
artery of the system. ' 

From Washington Heights to Blue Island 
the tracke will be on the surface. From biue 
Island a dosen or more interurban lines, some 
of which already are in operation, will ra- 
diate to fifty or more towns and cities. 

Among the towns which thus will be 
brought into direct trolley connection with 
Chicago are Joliet, Kankakee, Harvey, South 
Bend, and Lafayette. By the building of 
more links it is caleulated that the entire 
distance between Chicago and St. Louis and 
Indianapolis easily may be covered by the 
interurban lines. 


La Salle Street Terminal Station. 

It ig planned by the promoters to utilize the 
La Salle street station in the heart of Chicago 
as a terminal for the system. The Rock 
Island and Lake Shore roads probably will 
reduce their suburban services, which will be 
undertaken by the new road. 

In appearance the elevated structure which 
is to be built above the Lake Shore tracks will 
differ little from the other elevated roads in 
Chicago, with the exception that it will be 
higher, being twenty-four feet in the clear. 
Stations for the convenience of residents of 
the south side will be built at Twenty-second 
street and at intervals of five blocks south. 

Cheapness of transportation will be one of 
the aims of the promoters. The maximum 
fare on the elevated portion of the system 
will be fixed at 15 cents and the minimum 
at 5 cents. On the interurban divisions of 
the road the fare will range from 5 to ©

Then they seated themselves patiently in 
front of the brown stone mansion and peeked 
calmly and triumphantly through the iron 
railings. 

“We've got him this time,” they said. 


Counsel Explains Rebuffs. 

After they had waited for several hours 
they would get word that Mr. Rockefeller 
had left his house and was on his way to 
his gabled retreat at Pocantico Hills up in 
Westchester county.

MAYOR'S FIGURES 


Review Board President An- 
swers Charge of Taxing 
Banks Too Lightly. 


SHOWS ERRORS OF DUNNE. 


Cites Case of the Chicago National 
as an Instance of Un- 
fairness. 


Mayor Dunne and his special counsel, John 
T. O' Shaughnessy, who made an exposure of 
“tax dodging banks yesterday morning, 
when approached with questions regarding 
the $1,000 saloon license matter did not go 
far enough, according to Fred W. Upham, 
president of the board of review. 

Mr. O'Shaughnessy and the mayor pre- 
sented the argument that the bank assess- 
ments of the city were far too low. It ap- 
peared to them as a “ remarkable and in- 
explicable” thing, and a sufficient argu- 
ment why the tax on saloons should not be 
increased. They presented a list of figures. 

Mr. Upham resented the reflection upon the 
taxing body. Me compiled a fresh list of 
figures. In place of a reduced taxation he 
asserts that the banks of Chicago are pay- 
ing $800.000 more than they paid last year 
into the city treasury, and $500,000 more into 
the county t ury. He also objects to the 
mayor's taking the figures of Sept. 15 when 
all assessments are made on the values 
shown on April 1. 

Figures Given by Upham. 
In disputing the table which the mayor and 
his traction expert drew up, Mr. Upham 
gives these figures:

“What counts is not the amount of the 
assesement, but the amount of revenue,” 
said Mr. Upham. ‘‘ The mayor objects to 
the amount assessed certain banks and cor- 
porations by the taxing board, but fails to 
take into consideration that under the re- 
duced assessment in the last taxing year the 
city gets an increased revenue of $800,000 
and the county an increase of $500,000. 


Acting Under State Law. 
“He does not consider that the Illinois 
legislature three years ago enacted a law 
which instructed the taxing bodies to deduct 
from the personal property tax the amount 
of the estate tax paid bythe bank in 
the county in which it was doing business, 

“The mayor gives the market value of 
stock Sept. 15, failing to consider that the 
assessment is made on April 1 in each year, 
and that all banks contemplating an increase 
ef capital stock always wait until April 1 
before making any change. The board as- 
seases the capital stock, the surplus, and 
the undivided profits. 

Unfair in Two Instances. 

“The mayor has been unfair in two par- 
ticular instances. He shows that the value 
of the Chicago National bank stock was 
$3,850,000 on Sept. 15. How much is it worth 
today? Nothing. This bank was assessed 
by the board $850,000. on personal property 
and $1,147,400 on realestate. The figures of 
the board may be compared to the price at 
which this real estate was sold Mr. Dawes 
last week. This price was $775,000. 

As to the Federal Trust company, it sold 
ite business June 1, being in business two 
months of the taxing year, April and May. . 
The board assessed it for that two monthe’

Couneil Committee Finds Two Sched- 
ules Far Apart—Municipal Employe 
Gtves Initial Beost te Public Own-~ 
ership System, Offering a Frice of 
$1.66 a Kilowatt Hour—Attorney 
Beale Presents a Profer in Printed 
Form. 


Two propositions were received yesterday 
for the reduction of the cost of electric light 
in Chicago. They were made to the council 
committee on gas, oil and electric light. 
One was from the Chicago Edison and the 
Commonwealth Electric companies. The 
other gave an initial boost to a municipal 
ownership system for furnishing commer- 
cial light in the city hall district.“ City 
Electrician William Carroll told the com- 
mittee he could furnish light at $1.66 a kilo- 
watt hour. 

A kilowatt hour is twenty sixteen candle 
power lights burning one hour or one sixteen 
candle power light burning twenty hours. 

The two corporations offered to reduce 
the rates for incandescent lights from 12% 
to 2 per cent on a sliding scale—giving lib- 
eral discounts for prompt payment of bilis— 
during the next five years. It was 
also to reduce the price to the city from $108 
to $75 a year for each arc light. 

Mr. Carroll also submitted his 
They were based on what the municipal elec- 
tric lighting plant at Fullerton avenue can 
do. The committee authorised him to go. 
into the matter more fully in conjunction / 
with Bion J. Arnold. Accountants employed 
by the city will go through books of lol 
electric companies. 


Proposition of Edison People. 

The Edison and Commonwealth companies“ 
proposition was submitted through their gen- 
eral counsel, Willam G. Beale. It was for 
a maximum rate a. kilowatt hour, as follows: 
For the next five years, gross... I cents 

ea Cents 
For the following three years, net. 12 cents 

The present gross rate is 20 cénts and the 
net rate 16 cents. 

Mr. Beale presented his proposition to the 
committee in printed form just before ad- 
journment and no action was taken on it. 

The companies,“ he said, are of the 
opinion that the proposed maximum rates 
are as low as they could undertake for the 
next five years. They also would be willing 
to lower their secondary rate. For instance, 
if during the next two years the maximum 
rate net were 14 cents a kilowatt hour, they 
would be willing to lower their rate for the 
second and subsequent hours to 9 cents, and 
they might even be willing in the second 
year to reduce the secondary rate to 8 cents.“ 

Certain concessions for the Commonwealth 
Electric company, in consideration of the 
lower rate, were asked. Onerelated to the re- 
peal of a section of the ordinance requiring 
all overhead conductors to be protected by 
guard wires, which never has been complied 
with, Another objection was to the prohibi- 
tion of the use of overhead conductors in the 
territory between Thirty-ninth and Fifty- 
fifth streets and between Armour avenue 
and the lake.

Heavy Losses Caused by Early Morning 
Blaze in Hey Brothers’ and August 
Hellwig’s Establishments. 


The burning of three hay and feed stores 
on the north side within the last week is be- 
lieved by the owners to have been the work 
of incendiaries. Two places were burned 
yesterday, causing $25,000 loss and injuring 
several persons. 

Fire in Hey Bros.’ place, 924-926 North 
Halsted street, destroyed $7,000 worth of 
hay and feed and did $5,000 damage to the 
building. Mrs. Benjamin Johannsen, who 
lives in a flat over the feed store office, was 
overcome by smoke, and Pipeman Joseph 
O’Brien of truck company No. 22 was injured 
in rescuing her. O’Brien fell and hurt his 
back and was burned about the body. He 
was taken to St. Joseph's hospital. 

A blase started in August Hellwig's feed 
store, 1020 Lincoln avenue, at 8 a.m, Few 
engines were available, because Hey’s place 
was still burning. Hellwig s loss was $5,000 
on building and $8,000 on contents. 

Mrs. Annie Casper’s hay and feed store 
at 872 Lincoln avenue was burned on eb.

Fire in a rooming house at 219 Austin ave- 
nue early in the morning resulted in the 
death of Thomas Johnson, 75 years old.

Connection with Independent 
System of Country to Be 
Made Soon. 


IS A RIVAL TO THE BELL. 


Directors of Latter Concern Have 
Long Session Discussing 
Their Position. 


Albert G. Wheeler, president of the Illinois, 


Tunnel cocmpany, said last night that within 
sixty days the independent telephone system 
of the United States would have an entrance 
into Chicago. 

President Théodore Thorward of the South 
end Telephone company and Mr. Wheeler 
held a conference in the afternoon. Ar- 
rangements were made by the Indiana com- 
pany for extending its line from Michigan 
City, Ind., to South Chicago, a distance of 
forty-five miles, where connection will be 
made with the telephone system of the IIli- 
nois Tunnel company. The South Bend 
company will install the same kind of poles 
and copper wire circuit as that of the IIIi- 
nois Tunnel company. 

“ Connection with the South Bend company 
has been arranged for, Mr. Wheeler mid, 
and this will give Chicago telephone con- 
nection with the independent systems of the 
United States. It may have considerable erf - 
fect on the future of the Bell company, but 
in my belief there is room for both. The IIli- 
nois Tunnel company is going to push its tel- 
ephone business in this city. This would 
have been done before, but it was necessary 
first to complete the tunnels. We expect to 
install. 15,000 automatic telephones in the 
business district of Chicago this year.“ 


Directors Hold Long Session. 

It took the directors of the Chicago Tele- 
phone company nearly five hours yesterday, 
without any intermission for luncheon, to 
talk over the situation in which the corpora- 
tion finds itself as a result of the recent Su- 
preme court decision and the rapidly grow- 
ing discontemt on the part of subscribers 
with what are regarded as exorbitant rates. 

The directors present. were D. Mark Cum- 
mings, John M. Clark, J. Russell Jones, 
Chauncey Keep, Robert T. Lincoln, C. E. 
Perkins, Byron L. Smith, Albert A.,Sprague, 
and C. E. Mosley. Arthur D. Wheeler, pres- 
ident, and John Barton Payne, special coun- 
sel for the company, did most of the talking. 

After the meeting Mr. Payne went to the 
office of Mayor Dunne and told him that the 
directors were willing to settle points at 
issue on a friendly basis, which is just what 
he had told the committee on gas, oil, and 
electric lights a week before. 

Mayor Dunne wanted to know if the com- 
pany would be willing to settle the city's 
compensation claim, estimated all the way 
from $350,000 to 800,000. Mr. Payne told 
him that depended on what the city was will- 
ing to do in the matter of extending the cor- 
poration’s franchise. 

The whole question will be thrashed out 
again this afternoon at a meeting of the 
council committee that has the telephone, 
negotiations under consideration. 


Thinks Supreme Court Not Final. 


As to the Supreme court decision,”’ said 
Mr. Wheeler, after the directors’ meeting, 
it isn't final and doesn't settle anything.

Unlimited Subscribers “Kickers.” 

At the beginning of the year,” he said, 
there were 105,000 telephone subscribers in 
Chicago. Of that number only 7,500 were 
using the flat rate. They are the ones kick- 
ing on measured service and it’s because 
they are now getting more than they are 
paying for, and they are naturally opposed 
any other arrangement. 

“You can’t tell anything from the tele- 
phone rates of other cities. It all depends 
on conditions. The telephone lines of the 
Chicago exchange are strung over eighty- 
one square miles of territory; in New York 
they are confined to sixty-nine. 

Mr. Payne and myself will go before the 
council committee tomorrow and find out 
just what the committee wants im the matter 
of rates and compensation. The company 
wants to do what is right. It is a law,abiding 
corporation. It hasn't a dollar of watered 
stock and it does not own the Illinois Tele- 
phone company.” 


TWO MORE OLD LANDMARKS 
WILL BE DESTROYED SOON. 


Synagogue of B’nai Sholon Congrega- 
tion and the Dr. Kennicott Homestead 


Are to Be Torn Down. 


Two of Chicago’s landmarks are to be sac- 
rificed to the building boom. They are the 
old Jewish synagogue of B'nal Sholom con- 
gregation, Twenty-sixth street and Indiana 
avenue, and the homestead erected by Dr. 
J. Asa Kennicott at Forty-eighth street and 
Madison avenue in 1857. 

The little Jewish temple, which will give 
place to a modern business house early in the 
spring, has done service in various capacities 
since 1859. It was known as Christ church 
until 1871, when it was purchased by the old- 
est Jewish congregation in Chicago, Anshe 
Mayriv. In 1889 the congregation completed 
ifs new structure at Indiana avenue and 
Thirty-third street and the old church was 
sold to the second oldest congregation in 
the city, B’nai Sholom. This congregation 
has found the church too small and it will 
be wrecked early in March. 

When Dr. Kennicott, the first dentist to 
practice in Chicago, built his residence in 
Kenwood neither Madison avenue nor Forty- 
eighth street had been laid out. The road 
which passed ore the place had been 
mapped out by the cows. which daily were 
driven past by farm boys living in the vi- 
cinity, and the now fashionable neighborhood 
was a prairie. Dr. Kennicott decided to call 
his ten acre farm Kenwood, because it was 
then so far away from the city that it was 
deemed necessary to have some distinctive 
name. It was the onginal Kenwood.

Some comic opera features unusual in the 
ordinary ‘strike in Chicago will be seen to- 
morrow when the annual “ walkout” of 
the Lathers’ union takes place. According 
to custom, the strike will last about twenty- 
four hours, It may be shorter, but the best 
of good feeling between employers and strik- 
ers will exist all the time. 

The lathers’ strike is a sort of holiday 
celebration in which both the bosses’ and 
the men join. It is marked generally by a 
short conference on business matters, 
after which adjournment is taken to a neigh- 
bering saloon. There the strike is settied 
over tall glasses of beer. 

In preparation for the annual difficulty ” 
two adjacent halls were engaged yesterday 
at 104 Randolph street. One is for the strik- 
ers and the other will serve as a headquarters 
for the employers. In another room a big 
blackboard will show the names of the vari- 
ous lathing firms involved in the strike.“ 
As fast as one firm “ settles’’ its name will 
be erased from the board. That also will 
be a signal for the men in the employ of 
that contractor to return to work. Picket- 
ing an injunctions ‘will play no part in the 
proceedings. 

The lathers hope that.their employers will 
see fit to raise their wages from $4 to $4.50 
a day. In the event of a refusal, however, 
it is probable that no radical steps, such 
as the calling of a real strike, will be taken. 
There are 450 lathers in the city, all of whom 
belong to the union, and about fifty firms of 
lathing contractors. 


Shoe Strike More Serious. 

A strike of a more serious rature is sched- 
uled to take place this morning in the fac- 
tory of the Tilt-Kenney Shoe company at 34 
Elston avenue. The walkout of twenty-five 
“lasters *’ on account of a wage grievance 
probably will necessitate the elosing of all 
other departments, throwing 300 men and 
girls out of work. 

The Tilt-Kenney strike is a sequel to that 
called on Monday at the J. P. Smith com- 
pany factory at Erie and Franklin streets. 
In the two factories nearly 800 shoe workers 
will be out of employment by tomorrow. Of- 
fers of arbitration made by the Smith com- 
pany during the day were rejected by the 


union, . 
Printers Seek Release. 

Whether President Edwin R. Wright and 
Edward E. Bessette of Typographical Union 
No. 16 are to go to jall immediately to serve 
the sentence imposed upon them by Judge 
Holdom for violation of the injunction will 
be determined today. Arguments begun be- 
fore Judge Walker for the printers’ release 
on writs of habeas corpus will be resumed 
this morning. 

Wright and Bessette were arrested after 
the mittimus papers had been turned over 
to the sheriff by Attorney Tenney, repre- 
semting the typothete. An hour after the 
officials had given themselves up Attorney 
Barnum for the typographical union went 
before Judge Walker with a petition for their 
release. The argument of Mr. Barnum con- 
sumed the entire afternoon and at the ad- 
journment of court the prisoners were given 
into the custody of the sheriff. 

In substance, the petition set forth the 
same grounds as were argued before Judge 
Holdom in the trial for contempt. It raised 
the point that Judge Holdem had no jurisdic- 
tion in the case until a decision from the 
higher court, to which an appeal was taken. 

Both Wright and Besgette were allowed to 
go to their homes last night, accompanied 
by deputy sheriffs. 


JUDGE GROSSCUP IN SPEECH 
ASSAILS YERKES’ METHODS. 


Federal Judge Dells How Traction Pro- 
moter Exploited the Street Car Lines 
in Chicago. 


Although his name was not mentioned, 
Charles T. Yerkes’ handling of Chicago's 
street railways was criticised sharply last 
night by Judge Grosecup of the United 
States court in a speech at the Goodfellow- 
ship dinner of the Hamilton club. 

“A certain gentleman whom I shall not 
name came here looking around for a good 
thing.“ said Judge Grosscup, ‘‘ and when he 
found two little car lines on the northwest 
and west sides he used them as a nucleus 
for other lines. On the exterior he installed 
the best modern service known at that time; 
but there was an interior, the stocks and 
bonds of the company, and he served his pur- 
pose, not by keeping up the conditions of the 
lines, but by making the stock desirable in 
La Salle street. 

He kept away the profits that should have 
gone back into the corporation, paid divi- 
dends with them, and when the lines had 
all run down he disappeared, and the courts 
began to have their troubles. Five thousand 
stockholders had invested their money hon- 
etztly in the corporation, paying a price that 
would never have been reached if the state 
had done its duty.“ 

John M. Harlan urged that corporations 
be compelled to print the list of their di- 
rectors upon all stock certificates, so that 
they may be held responsible legally for the 
verity of the value on the face of them. 

Judge Albert C. Barnes also advocated pub- 
licity as a remedy for evils in the corpora- 
tions system. 3

Effort to Displace Women Inspectors of 
Tenements Will Be Censured at Arm- 
itage Avenue Social Settlement. 


A massmeeting, called by Mrs. Herman

auspices of the Women’s club, to protest 
against the efforts of Perry L. Hedrick, chief 
sanitary inspector of the health department, 
to oust the women tenement inspectors from 
his staff. 

Mrs, Augusta H. Pio, 144 St. Louis avenue, 
one of the inspectors whom Hedrick would 
like to oust, said yesterday: 

“Since Mr. Hedrick cannot bring graft 
charges against the women, he says they do 
not work enough. Mr. Hedrick is the will- 
ing tool of his superiors. They want to oust 
three women and put in twelve men. The 
women have always been the hardest work- 
ers of the department. 

“ When Benjamin Miller, a plumber in 
West Twelfth street, told me six months 
ago of the inspector who tried to have aim 
falsely accuse me of taking graft money, I 
at.once told Mr. Hedrick, thinking he would 
prefer charges against the inspector. He 
merely shrugged his shoulders.” 

The Chicago Federation of Labor may take 
up the matter. Hedrick is not inclined to 
relent in his attitude.

Latter Gives Mr. Felsenthal Assurance

PROF. S. P. LANGLEY IS DEAD. 


Experiments with Flying Machine 
and Scientific Work Attracted 
Wide Attention. . 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 27.—Prof, 8. P. 
Langley, secretary of the Smithsonian instl- 
tution and known as a scientist throughout 
the world, died today at Aiken, S. C. He suf- 
fered a slight stroke of paralysis on Nov. 22 
and this is believed to have caused his death. 

Prof. Langley was 72 years old. His whole 
life had been devoted to scientific work. 
Though by profession a civil engineer and 
architect, astronomy occupled most of his 
time. 

Prof. Langley had been the secretary of 
the Smithsonian institution since 1887. He 
was a member of scientific societies and his 
published writing includes more than 100

Receiver E. C. Day and his assistants took 
possession of the big building at Jackson 
boulevard and Green street, and the inven- 
tor of the merchandise was begun. Post- 
office Inspectors Ketcham ahd Kimball be- 
gan the examination of the books of the evn- 
cern. Expert accountants will be put at work 
today, and the secrets of President Julivs 
Kahn's conduct of the business will be laid 
open to the authorities. As fast as evidence 
is obtained it will be turned over to Mr. 
Childs.

| creditors and the stockholders were not forth- 


coming during the day. It became known, 
however, that hundreds of working people in 
Chicago and surrounding towns will be hit by 
the faiture, as most of the $1,027,000 of stock 
outetanding sold at $10 a share was disposed 
of among working people. 


Opposing Factions of Creditors.

spectors. Mr. Heldman filed a petition charg- 
ing that the money received for $1,027,000 
worth of stock sold had been dissipated and 
that of the $1,000,000 of sales of the company 
but $250,000 of stock and assets remain. 

At 2 o’clock Judge Bethea took up the mat- 
tcr. Upon the request of Attorney Moses, 
representing Receiver Day, he granted a ten 
da order for the examination of all the books 
of the concern, and also of the alleged bank- 
rupt. Attorney Jacob Newman, repregent- 
ing Mr. Kahn, asked that the examination 
go over until Friday, as he was itll. 


Receiver to Continue Business. 


The court also gave the receiver permis-. 
sion to go on with the business of the com- 
pany, so far as cash sales are concerned. 
Sales of stock, however, will not be allowed. 
Payment of the employés also was allowed. 
This amounted to $2,770. A petition was 
filed by Assistant County Attorney Jones for 
the payment of the personal property tax of 


the company for 1908. This tax amounts to 


$1,047. Kahn had mailed a check for the 
amount to Treasurer Hanberg, Mr. Jones 
said, but the bank had refused to honor it.

The commissioners from Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky, Wisconsin, Minnesota, and Nebraska 
announced last fall before they began their 
investigation of the New York Life that they 
would take up the Mutual next. 

Any examination by outside commissioners - 
necessarily must be confined largely to the 
overhauling of books and other records of the 
company, for they have no power in this 
state to examine witnesses under oath. In- 
formation reached this city today that. the 
western commissioners will apply to the New 
York state insurance department, if they al- 
ready have not done so, to coJperate with 
them in this investigation. With the New 
York state department a party to the ex- 
amination, it may be possible to examine the 
officers and trustees under oath. 

It was learned the name of Samuel Unter- 
myer has been discussed as a possible choice 
for counsel in the event of the New York 
state department consents to joint the inves- 
tigation.

The mayor says there were only sixteen 
homicides in January of this year. As 
the number was greater, according to his 
statistics, in January of last year, he can- 
not see why the community should be so 
greatly perturbed.

average of almost one bill for every member 
of the house. The total of appropriations 
asked for the buildings is $55,000,000. They 
are seeking appropriations for new public 
buildings in Chicago, Alton, Belleville, Belvi- 
dere, Centralia, Dixon, East St. Louis, Ke- 
wanee, La Salle, Lincoln, Litchfield, Macomb, 
Pontiac, Quincy, Rockford, and Waukegan.

The committee has no inten- 
tion to make an additional appropriation for 
Chicago. It has consented to hear tomorrow 
Representative MeGavin, who introduced a 
bill the other day authorizing'the construc- 
tion of a $5,000,000 postoffice on the west 
side. McGavin’s argument will be fruitless

THE TUNNEL QUESTION. 

The finance committee of the council is 
undecided about the tunnel question. The 
estimates which it is considering set apart 
$1,000,000 for the lowering of the two city 
tunnels. One of the members of the com- 
mittee is opposed to the expenditure. He 
favors the appropriation of the comparative- 
ly small sum which it will tare to destroy 
the tunnels. He would put them out of 
commission permanently. There aré some 
who agree with him. They say that big 
bridges at La Salle and Washington streets 
would be perfect substitutes for the two 
city tunnels which are used exclusively by 
the Madison street, Milwaukee avenue, and 
Clark and Wells street cable lines. 

No bridge, no matter how wide or how 
quickly turned, can be a perfect substitute 
for.a tunnel. A street car has not the ex- 
elusive use of the one, while it has of the 
other. Delays at the bridges do not greatly 
bother the elevated roads, because the con- 
gestion of genera! traffic which occurs when 
a bridge is opened does not interfere with 
their trains. Bridges get out of order oc- 
casionally, while tunnels do not. If there 
were to bea bridge at La Salle street instead 
of a tunnel the movement of cars, especially 
during the rush hours, would be obstracted 
by teams to a great extent. Congestion of 
traffic is a more serious obstruction to street 
ears than the opening of bridges. 

Even a slight interference with the street 
ears would be a grave matter for the public. 
The mayor's traction inspector reports that 

j irra single rush hour 25,000 persons have to 

- hang on straps. He estimates that 600 
more cars are needed to do the business of 
the traction companies during the busy 
hours. Perhaps he is not far from the truth. 
The substitution of bridges for tunnels would 
make it harder to move cars as rapidly as 
they are moved now, and would make it im- 

possible to put in service the larger number 
of cars required for the decent accommoda- 
tion of the public.. With bridges as well as 
tunnels at La Salle and Washington streets 
it would still be difficult to provide adequate 
transportation facilities for an increasing 
population. 

It has been assumed by some engineers 
that the tunnels, when lowered, could be 
used to advantage as parts of a future sub- 

wax system. For that reason and for other 
reasons there should be no hasty determina- 
tion to destroy the tunnels and to depend 
entirely upon bridges. It is a matter re 
quiring serious consideration on both sides 
and from every point of view.

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SHORT COVERING LIFTS WHEAT 
FROM NEW LOW LEVEL. 


May Early Is Driven Off to 81% Cents, 
Rising with Other Months te Ad- 
vance on Crop Damage Reportse— 
Foreign and Northwestern News 
Bearish—Corn and Oats Firm on 
Covering—Provisions Work te a 
Rise. 


Shorts rallied to the 


terday after the May had been hammered to 


a low level, and lifted it to advances of (KO%9 


over the previous closing quotations. Bears 
encountered comparatively little resistances. 
early, but toward the close a large offering 
of unfavorable reports from secticns of the 
winter belt stimulated the spirit of covering, 
which resulted in the firmer tone to the mar- 
ket. The last bell found May at 81%c. July 
at 81%0, and September at 81%e, practically 
the session's top values, advances of 0, 4@ 
Sc, and 0. respectively. 

Soon after the opening the May was driven 
off to IK. a decline of e from the Monday 
finish, and the new bottom on thecrop. Both 
foreign and domestic conditions early fav- 
ored the decline, Liverpool being lower on 
the weakness in thé American market the 
day before, and the northwest reporting 
heavy receipts and a @iscouraging demand 
for flour. A short house in the 
northwest wired a message to the effect that 
the flour conditions were the worst in years, 
and that more mille were preparing to close 
down or reduce their productive capacities. 
The receipts of wheat at Duluth and Minne- 
apolis aggregated 52] cars, compared to 826 
last week and 3806 the corresponding day in 
1905. The total arrivals at primary pointe 
fell about 40,000 bu under those of a year 
ago. The trade was kept nervous by the re- 
ported deadlock at Algeciras, and its con- 
structions of the kaiser’s signing the reiche- 
tages act providing for the low scale of im- 
port duties for this country were conflicting. 
These influences, with the apparent fear to 
venture far from shore, kept the fire under 


‘the stew and confined the general trading 


to narrow limits The map failed to show

scattered snowfalls were shown. Brad- 
street showed a decrease of only 409.000 bu in 
the world's available supply, — — 
decrease of 751,000 bu the corresponding 
last year.

Broomhall cabled 
that Russia had had beneficial snows, that 
crops were in a better condition, and that 
fully 200,000 wagon loads of wheat were 
awalting shipment by rail there. The week- 
ly foreign crop summary, with a lower curb 
at Minneapolis, also served as an early bear- 
ish influence. On the weaker spots Wrenn 
and Kneeland were buyers, presumably for 
northwestern and eastern accounts. Some 
of the late buying resembled. Patten cover- 
ing, also covering by less pretentious shorts. 
Logan-Bryan and Bartlett-Fragzier were 
mentioned among good buyers on breaks, 
with Barrell, Kidston, and scattered commis- 
sion houses among the sellers.

lighter arrivals than had been expected and 
a lack of improvement in the quality of the 
grain sent in, served tonically. The arrivals 
here were 880 cars, or 11 under the estimate, 
The cash market showed some improvement, 
but the inquiry was not urgent. The clear- 
ances at the seaboard were 419.000 bu. the 
Chicago shipments being 216.000 bu. Primary 
receipts showed about 300,000 bu under those 
ofa year ago. The final prices were 484@%oc 
for May, 48%c for July. and 44%c for Sep- 
tember, advances of -16@%e for the day. 
The estimated receipts for today are 168 
cars. The bulls argued that the conditions 
of the country roads were against a liberal 
movement from the farms and they look 
for ighter shipments from now until the end 
of the week at least. Liverpool opened 6d 
lower on the American weakness the day 
before, but that market improved on a bet- 
ter spot demand and lighter speculative of- 
ferings.

The arrivals 
here were 165 cars, of which 39 were con- 
tract, against an estimate of 158 cars. The 
cash demand was reported as fair. The esti- 
mate for today 18 95 cars. The crowd was 
short at the etart, and covered freely. Mar- 
fleld-Grifith and Knight-McDouga) were re- 
rorted among sellers, with Bartlett-Frasier, 
which was taken by some to mean action for 
Patten, a buyer.

Provisions Score a Gain.
